He was a Baptist from New 
York, and was for some years an active 
member and liberal supporter, as he was 
one of the founders of the First Baptist 
church of San Francisco. With all his 
soul and energy, he welcomed and co- 
operated with the new minister, though 
of another denomination, in all our first 
efforts to start religious things. 


Another merchant was a Mr. W. D, 
M. Howard, on the corner of Clay and 
Montgomery streets; who, though not a 
religious man, was, nevertheless, one of 
those whole-souled men of the world, to 
whom the first ministers and the first 
churches of San Francisco were much 
indebted for their cordial welcome and 
generous help. 

Among others, were a Mr. Bawden 


and lady, an estimable English couple ; | 


also, a Captain Grimes,a Mr. E. H 

Harrison, and the Ward brothers, young © 
men, also merchants, whose welcome 
and influence and help were cheerfully 
and liberally extended in those begin- 
nings of better things. = | 


But, I must not forget one pioneer of 
| military rank, who had exchanged the 
sword for the pen, and who, at the time 
of my arrival, was editor and proprietor 
of the only newspaper then published— 
the Alta California. I refer to the 
Hon. Edward Gilbert, then called ‘‘Lieu- 
tenant Gilbert.” He had been an offi- 
cer in a company of New York Volun- 
teers in the recent war with Mexico, if 
my memory serves me correctly, and, 
with many others, had remained in the 
country at the close of the war to share 
the fortunes of the ceded Territory, as 
well as to seek his own. He was one of 
the few frequently favored with a place 
at the table of Mr. Gillespie, and my op- 
portunities of knowing him were, there- 
fore, unusually good. He was quite a 
young man, and, before entering the 
army, had been connected with a lead- 
ing journal in the State of New York. 
When, therefore, at the close of the war, 
he resumed the pen, he but returned to 
the employment he had previously chos- 
en, and for which he had both aptitude 
and force. Early pioneers remember 
him well for ‘his gentility and dignity, 
combined with unwearied energy and 
industry and unfailing integrity. We re- 
member well the pleasure with which 
we welcomed - the little weekly Alta; 
and the liberality, and yet manly inde- 
pendence, with which he entered into 
every plan for the improvement of the 
village and of society; and the courtesy, 
yet soldier-like boldness, with which he 
afterward took his stand for the freedom 
of the State, as opposed to slavery. He: 
was a member of the Convention at Mon- 
terey in 1849,and,though perhapsits most 
youthful member, he took an active and 
manly part in the framing of the free 
State Constitution. Subsequently, as 
an independent candidate, he was elect- 
ed as a Representative to Congress, to 
ask on that free basis the admission of 
California into the Union. I saw him 
both at Monterey and at Washington, 
and can bear testimony that, while there 
were men in both halls of more years 
ané of more celebrity, yet there were 
none of more thoughtful attention, gen- 
tlemanly ease, or manly dignity. His 
sensitiveness to amything reflecting on 
his honor was extreme, and to it he fell 
a victim. I lived to bury him from my 
church in San Francisco, on the sth of 
August, 1852; he having fallen in a 
duel three days previous, at Sacramento, 
by the hand of that bad Southern “ fire- | 
eater,’ Terry, who subsequently killed 
Senator Broderick. The career of Mr. 
Gilbert was his best eulogy. Alas, that 
it should thus have closed in blood ! 


Another young man, one of the few 
who had come on board the’ vessel on 
the Sabbath to welcome me, was a Mr. | 
Gilman, from the State of Maine, I} 
think. He identified himself from the 
first with every good work, and was act- 
ive in all our early efforts to establish 
both schools and churches. Heis es- 
pecially worthy of mention as a rare 
person in those days—a young man, 


kept himself pure from contamination, 

and in the midst of unusual worldly ac- 

tivities gave time and strength and money | 
in the service of Christ. 

Among these earliest welcomers and 
co-workers I recall a Mr. C. E. Wet- 
more, who, with his excellent wife, soon 
moved to Benicia (early started as a

religious and educational interests in 
which that city has taken such high rank. 
But memory fails me to give the names 


of others who, on that first day on shore, }

Thus, in introductions, passed the 
30th day of October. The very next 
day I commenced the active work of 
that early ministry which constituted, in 
the course of a little more than eight 
years, the most busy, the most uséful, the 
most happy, and most satisfactory period 
of my life, - But the experiences of that 
last day of October, 1848, I must re- 
serve for the next number—an erpenence 
whose features and lessons will be reco 
nized by all pioneers on the Pacific Coast,

OBITUARY. 


day, Mrs. Mary G. Coffin, aged 68 years; 

born at Nantucket, Mass. | 

In the death of Mrs. Coffin the Christ- 
ian community of San Francisco and the 
First Congregational church has lost one 
of its most honored members. When 
the church was worshiping at the corner 
of Dupont and California streets, under 
the charge of Rev. Mr. Lacy, in 1856, 
Mrs. Coffin joined it by letter ; from that 
date until her illness she was forward in 
every good work in connection with the 
church, and always present at the ser- 
vices and at the prayer-meetings. When 
the present building, corner of Post and 
Mason streets, was completed, several 
ladies volunteered to raise the sum nec- 
essary for the upholstery work. Mrs. Cof- 
fin, being one of the number, by her in- 
dividual efforts bore her share of the 
burden. She compiled and published 
a book upon cookery, which met with a 
ready sale, and became a standard work; 
four editions were issued. Her efficien- 
cy also devised other novel meghods, 
which realized a considerable sum. 

She was reared in the Church from 
early childhood. Her father was Dea- 
con of the Congregational church at 
Nantucket, and her mother was an act- 
ive member and worker. She gave her 
heart to the Master at the age of 16, 
thus growing toward womanhood in de- 
votion to his service. 
er, in his wisdom, led her through many 
dark valleys, and, often, in climbing the 
heights that lead to spiritual growth and 
resignation, the road was stormy, and 
mists obscured the way for a time; her 
faith and courage never failed. She 
‘*knew in whom she believed.” 

She possessed rare gifts of head and 
heart, and great force of character. Her 
trust and hope were magnetic ; others 
were helped by it. The writer remem- 
bers, some years past, when, in grief Over 
a sick child, fearing he might be taken 
away, she asked Mrs, Coffin how she had 
lived through the parting from eight chil- 
dren. “I know I shall see them again,” 
was the reply, and the weary, sorrowing 
mother received renewed strength. . 


In 1860 Mrs. Coffin was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Ladies’ Protection and Re- 
lief Society of San Francisco, and. per- 
formed many arduous duties, among 
them that of placing the children. in vari- 
ous homes... Her great mother-love 
turned to them with pitying care and in- 
creased tenderness, from out cf the 
depths of her own bereavement... With- 
out doubt, her little brood of eight look- 
ed down from the “shining shore” with 
blessings and helpfulness upon her ef- 
forts to relieve the friendless, motherless 
children of others. With so many dear 
ones safe under the Father’s care and 
love; the link that bound her to the 
heavenly land was a strong one, and. re- 
flected in her daily walk and.life “the 
peace that passeth understanding,” that 
is born from the depths of great sorrow 
lived through, not with murmurings and 
complainings, but with calm trust, real- 
izing “the very hairs of our head are 
numbered,” and. that the. Saviour has 
said, “Except ye drink of the cup I 
drink of, ye cannot be my disciple.”

|THE ARK OF GOD IN A TEMPLE OF IDOLS, 


[Synopsis of sermon Sunday, February 
19th, by Rev. C. F. Clapp.] 


** And the Philistines took the Ark of | 
God, and ‘brought it into the house of 
Dagon, ‘and Set it by (I Sam. 
vi 
foolishness had ruined his sons. 
His lack of family government had 
plunged Israel into sin, and they were 
réaping a harvest from the iniquity which 
had been sown. Defeated in battle and 
desperate with fear, they resorted to the 
sacrilegious expedient of taking the Ark 
of the Lord, a symbol of the divine pres- 
ence, from its holy place between the 
cherubim, and carrying It to the scene of 
|carnage. But it would not turn the tide 
‘| of battle, nor save the lives of the unholy 
sons of Eli. Israel was completely rout- 
ed, Hophni and Phinehas slain, and the’ 
Ark of the Lord, following the disastrous 
»a| fortunes of war, fell into the hands of the 
Philistines. Here was an unusual tro- 
phy. The question at once arose as to 
its disposal. ‘What shall we do with 
the Ark of the Lord?” said the Philis- 
tines. ‘*What shall I do, then, with Je- 
sus?” said Pilate. “What shallel do 
with the Holy Spirit ?”’ asks many a con- 
victed soul, who is unwilling to wholly 
quench its effective pleading, and still 
less willing to open wide the door of the 
heart and receive Him as Sanctifier, Re- 
deemer, Friend. It was but natural for 
these people to suppose that, if the Ark 
of God could be a protection to Israel, 
it would be a like blessing to them ; and 
so they put it in the temple of Dagon. 


What they did through ignorance 
many people do now with enlightened 
consciences. 

~The Spirit of God is often asked to 
take up his abode in a temple of idols. 
The Dagon of avarice, pride, selfishness, 
disobedience, self-indulgence or sinful 
pleasure is enthroned, and then they find 
some unoccupied pedestal in this temple 
of idolatry for God. The idols are not 
destroyed, but are asked to move along 
and make room for one more object of 
worship. How many a human heart, as 
seen by God, must be an “Old Curiosity 
Shop ” of iniquity! True, there is usu- 
ally some house-cleaning done when the 
Spirit of God is invited. The old idols 
are dusted and polished up; Dagon is 
repainted, perhaps, but not demolished.’ 
He cost too much, and has too many 
tender associations, to be hastily and 
rudely thrown out. And so disreputable 
sins are clothed in more popular charac- 
ter; disgusting and hideous idols are re- 


‘placed by those of a more artistic de- 


sign, but loved and served and worshiped 
just the same. Whatever the heart loves 
more than God, whatever displaces him 
in our thought, or lives, or sacrifices, is 

an idol. Here is a professed follower of 
the Lord, who smokes fifty dollars’ worth 
of cigars a year, and gives five dollars to 
home missions—that is, he burns fifty 
dollars’ worth of incense to Dagon and 
five to Jehovah; or he spends eight dol- 
lars for the opera, and two for the Amer- 
ican Board; ten dollars for a progressive 
euchre party, and fifty cents for the Sun- 
day school; a hundred dollars for ex- 
travagances and self-indulgence, and 
twenty for the spread of Christ’s king- 
dom. And all this in the face of God’s 
Word, “Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou serve.” 
And they took the Ark of God and 
brought it into the house of Dagon, but 
in the morning, when the poor Philis 
tines came to worship, Dagon was down. 


There 1s nothing like the presence 
of God tooverthrow idolatry. 

Many a sinner walks boldly, defiant- 
| ly, into the house of God, is met by the 
Spirit before the service is half over, 
and falls prostrate at the.cross crying for 
mercy. A mob, composed of Pharisees, 
thugs, and desperadoes, come out to the 
-| garden of prayer, where Christ has been 
with his disciples. The eye of Omnipo- 
tence flashes upon them, and they fall to 
the earth like deadmen. Only give this 
mighty Spirit an opportunity, and noth- 
ing can stand before it. It cuts down

THE SANTA CRUZ CHURCH.

The report from the Congregational 
church society is one in which they can 
take justifiable pride. ‘*‘ The number 
in attendance at Sabbath-school last Sun- 
day, January 8th, was 186, and that is 
about our present average, while all the 
departments of church work seem em- 
bued with new life and vigor,” was the 
response we received from Rev. M; Wil- 
lett to our questions relative, to religious 
matters. Mr. Willett is Superintendent 
of the Sunday-school, with H. N. Taylor 
as Assistant Superintendent ; Dr.'C. L. 
Anderson, Secretary; H. Willey, Treasur- 
er; T. J. Hammond, Librarian.

_ WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10, 1888. 
Both Houses of Congress have dis 
themselves this week, though 
in very di ferent unusual ways. The 
proverbially noisy, turbulent House i 
| Representatives has been remarkable fo 
its silence, and the slow-moving Senate 
gave itself’ unreservedly to words, of 
rather to speech-making. 
Beyond settling the -Lowry—White 
election contest in favor of the Repub- 


lican, Mr.. White, there is. little of im- }; 


portance to report from the House, ex: 
cept an account of its daily routine busi 
ness. The Senate, on the other hand 
has had great speeches until it was ‘Head 
even of eloquence. Senator Platt o 
Connecticut delivered a two-days’ ad; 
dress on the snbject ‘of ‘the tariff, i 
which he criticised the President’s mes- 
sage, charging that while Mr. Cleveland 
was a free-trader, he tried to evade the 
issue, and that the recent -speeches o 
Senators Kenna of West Virginia, and 
Morgan of Alabama, showed them to 
be protectionists for their own States. . 

The coming tariff fight is some dis- 
tance off yet, probably not more than a 
fortnight, but it is impossible to say just 
when the bill will be completed. Mr, 
S. S. Cox of New York, in referring to 
the fact that the House had been pass- 
ing a number of minor bills in a quiet 
way during the past few weeks, said, 
“We are clearing the decks for the tariff 
fight” ; and he is in a position to know 
the stage reached in the preparation of 
the measure. 

Mr. Carlisle is in the Speaker’s chair 
again, looking no worse tor his recent 
illness. He made his appearance for 
the first time on Tuesday, when the 


blind Chaplain of the House took oc- | 


casion to render a little thanksgiving 
for the Speaker’s recovery. 

Senator Riddleberger continues to 
talk about the British treaty in open 
session, and to offend some of the other 
Senators, but particularly Mr. Edmunds, 
by his persistent attacks upon executive 
business and secret sessions. If the 
Virginia Senator’s own statement is to 
be believed it is a pity for him to cham- 
| pion so good a cause as the abolishment’ 
of the ‘‘star-chamber.” He has com- 
plained that no motion he ever made 
was adopted, no bill he introduced was 
ever passed; that he is made the victim 
of the rules of the Senate, and, no mat- 
ter who is in the chair, he is always de- 
clared out of order. He once said, ‘“*The 
surest way to get a bill passed is for, me 
to oppose it, and the most certain way 
to defeat one is for me to give it a dem- 
onstration of support.” 

It seems many people throughout the 
country have gotten Senator Hoar’s joint 
resolution confounded completely witha 
joint resolution presented to the House 
by Representative Crain of Texas, which 
has been favorably reported from Com- 
mittee. Mr. Hoar’s amendment looks 
to the change of Inauguration Day from 
the 4th of March to the last Tuesday in 
April. Mr. Crain’s resolution proposes 
to substitute the 31st of December ‘for 
the 4th of March, as the commencement 
and termination of the official term of 
members of the House. It is designed 
to do away with the election of members 
between sessions, so that those who are 
chosen in November shall take their 
seats on the first Monday in January 
immediately following, instead of the 
first Monday of December of the next 
year,
